President signs HB1 and sends huge checks to tri-community 


With the stroke of President Joe Biden’s 
pen on the $1.9 trillion economic stimulus 
House Bill 1 on Thursday, communities 
across the country were designated for big 
checks with little rules on how to spend 
the money. And, use of the funds are not 
subject to an expiration date. 


Michigan counties, cities, and townships 
will receive $4.22 billion in stimulus aid. 
The money is intended to replace local 
tax revenues lost during the coronavirus 
pandemic. The appropriations were based 
on population, growth, poverty, and 
housing overcrowding. 


e Van Buren Township will get $2,803,777; 
¢ Sumpter Township will get $924,686; 
and 
e The City of Belleville will get $384,685. 
Neighboring Canton Township is 
scheduled to get $9,119,098, Huron 
Charter Township, $1,604,204, and City of 


Romulus, $2,327,562. 

The biggest check is $5.6 billion to the 
State of Michigan. The biggest check to a 
community is $879.6 million for the City of 
Detroit. The smallest is $10,000 to Clare. 


Belleville to consider keeping police chief as city manager, too

After a discussion on how to move forward 
in selecting a new city manager from the 19 
remaining candidates, | 
the Belleville City 
Council agreed to have 
Mayor Kerreen Conley 
and Mayor Pro Tem 
Jesse Marcotte look 
into the possibility of 
putting Police Chief 
Dave Robinson into 
that position along with 

his police chief job. 
The decision to form a committee was 
made during a 43-minute special Zoom 
meeting on March 10. Chief Robinson 
currently is serving as interim city manager.

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“This is a great idea,” said Mayor Conley, 
who said they could come back with a 
report in a couple of weeks. 

Councilwoman Kelly Bates said Clerk/ 
Treasurer Verna Chapman, Chief Robinson, 
and DPW Director Rick Rutherford could 
share their input. 

“We have to include all the key players,” 
agreed Mayor Conley. “Looks like we 
have a game plan. 

“I feel very comfortable going this route,” 
said Councilman Ken Voigt, a retired city 
police officer. “I don’t want to just ‘settle’ 
on somebody... We’re in a good place 
right now.” 

Councilwoman Bates asked Chief 
Robinson if he was uncomfortable with 
the council talking about him wearing two 
hats. 
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“T'm open to having that conversation,” 
Chief Robinson replied. 

The council spent the first part of 
the meeting discussing the situation of 
operating without a city manager since 
Tracey Schultz Kobylarz has been gone a 
month. 

Mayor Conley said she called the meeting 
to report on the 20 applicants for the job, 
with one withdrawing, leaving 19. She had 
sent a spread sheet to council members 
on the applicants and thought it would be 
good to discuss the status of the search 
with everyone at once. 

She said she wanted to know how the 
council thought things were going with the 
Chief and Clerk Chapman running the city 
and to keep everyone in the loop. 

Mayor Pro Tem Marcotte said the 
communication in general has been 
outstanding over the last two weeks. He 
said Chief Robinson did outstanding 
as city manager and he is working on a 
Community Development Block Grant and 
things are moving along with no reduction 


of services. 

“I agree with Jesse,” said Councilman 
Voigt. 

“I wanted to make sure the chief is OK,” 
Mayor Conley said. 

“I have great people here supporting me,” 
Chief Robinson said. “Verna helps me and 
we’re streamlining things. 

“T sat in with her and our banker from 
Chase and was impressed with her 
knowledge,” Chief Robinson said, noting 
very positive things are happening. 

And, he said, Rutherford was phenomenal 
in the meeting earlier that day with the 
county economic development team. 
He found every community is entitled to 
$20,000 in Wayne County and this can go 
towards an ordinance officer and a federal 
CDBG grant can fund the rest. 

“And, there’s a good chance to get a 
grant for the demolition of the building 
next door,” he said. “The county handles 
everything, including environmental and 
contractors they use.”

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Mike Foley sells Frosty Boy in Belleville after 32 years

Mike Foley said he liked to hire 14 year 
olds to work at Frosty Boy. It takes a long 
time to train them to make ice creams look 
pretty and not to rush if there is a line. 

He would hire four every year and they 
would stay with him for the ninth, tenth, 
eleventh and twelfth grades. He said he 
would have their parents or guardians 
come in for an orientation, where he would

go over the rules. 

Then, on a Saturday afternoon, I would 
sit at a table with them and watch people 
getting out of their cars and coming into 
the shop. He would ask them what they 
saw. 

There were families, grandmas, moms 
and dads, sons and daughters and 99.9% of 
the customers were happy. 

“They were very, very happy to be there,” 
Foley said to the trainees. “Don’t mess that 


up.” 

That’s what he’s going to miss — the 
happy customers -- he said on Friday as he 
sat down with the Independent after selling 
the shop he had owned and loved for 32 
years. 

He said while other business owners in 
town would talk about grumpy customers, 
but the Frosty Boy customers were always 
happy. 

“We never had a bad day,” he said. 

Foley, who will turn 66 on April 24, 
grew up in Garden City and graduated 
from Garden City West High School. He 
said he was a troubled teen and got into 
a lot of trouble until about 1984 when he 
was working as a crane operator and the 
owner of Hercules Steel noticed his work 
and offered him three times what he was 
making to come work for him. 

He worked there until 1988 and saved 
his money. He married Shirley in 1988 and 
they tried to buy Frosty Boy in 1988 but 
was outbid by Kurt Williams. Williams 
tried to run it as an absentee owner and 
that didn’t work out. It became a teenage 
hangout that scared off families. 

Foley said 15-20 teens would park and 
stand around their cars with loud music 
blaring and one or two of them with cones. 
He said it was great for the teens to have a 
place to go, but very bad for business. 

Williams would call the police, but 
refused to sign a complaint. Williams 
called Foley after eight months and Foley 
became the new owner. 

Foley told police he would sign complaints 
for loitering, every time. 

“I would stand outside with my broom 
and dustpan and tell the teens it was over. 
They couldn’t hang out here any more,” 
Foley recalls. “In the ’80s and ’90s I was 
the bad guy. But families started feeling 
safe,” he said. 

Foley said he owned Frosty Boy for 
32 years. Before him the owners, besides 
Williams, were Ruby and Mike Foster 
for about 10 years, Darryl Raymond, and 
Ball’s Dairy, with that one maybe being the 
original. 

Foley said he doesn’t have documentation 
on the owners, but there were maybe five 
total and he was the longest. He said senior 
citizens would come in and tell him stories 


of when they used to work there and they 
had wooden drawers for the money, instead 
of a cash register. He said he pulled down 
the wooden drawers from their storage 
space and asked them if these were the 
drawers. 

The seniors recalled having to write down 
the sales on paper. 

The new owner of Frosty Boy is Ryan 
Taylor, who is the State Farm Insurance 
agent two blocks down Main Street. Foley 
said he got another offer that was more for 
the shop, but Taylor was so enthusiastic 
and talked about all the years he had been 
coming to Frosty Boy, that Foley sold the 
property to him. 

Foley said after he opened the shop he 
wanted to give back to the community 
and so he began sponsoring Little League 
teams. He said one year he sponsored 12 
teams, including four from Pro Card II, a 
baseball card shop he and a friend owned 
nextdoor to Frosty Boy. 

He said they had the original Pro Card 
in Westland, Pro Card II in Belleville, 
and The Old Ballpark in Canton. He said 
the shop flourished in 1989 through 1993 
in Belleville, longer in Westland, and a 
shorter time in Canton. He said the interest 
in baseball cards dropped and that was the 
end of those businesses. 

He said in 1989, they kept Frosty Boy 
open until 5 p.m. Thanksgiving eve and 
reopened it in January, with a heater in 
the lobby. They made hamburgers from 
the fresh ground round and they were 
favorites with those at the hardware store, 
Mr. Muffler, and Andrew’s Pharmacy, who 
would order six at a time. 

Foley said he and his wife bought Frosty 
Boy on April 1, 1989 and ran the place for 
the first nine years. They would go to the 
shop at 8:30 or 9 a.m. and get a shopping 
list. They went to Meijer every day because 
they needed lettuce, bananas, and fresh 
ground round beef for the hamburgers. 

In August 1997, Shirley died at the age 
of 36, just 14 weeks after being diagnosed 
with cancer. He said they had a son aged 6 
and a daughter 12. 

“I took a whole year off in 1998,” he said, 
noting his youngest brother Dennis ran the 
shop for him with his brother Jim. 

Foley said Shirley had been a stay-at- 
home mom and he had these two children 
to raise and didn’t know how to even turn 
on the washing machine. 

He said he and his children got involved 
in Arbor Hospice in a group called Starting 
Over for children who lost a parent under 
the age of 45. Foley became a facilitator 
and one year raised $8,000 at Frosty Boy 
for the group. 

He said he began relying on managers 
and no longer was there 24/7. He said 


employees he had trained, who were then 
in their 20s, did a great job. Foley was busy 
raising his young children. He said his 
daughter became a troubled teen and at the 
age of 17 moved into her grandmother’s 
house. Mikey started working at the shop at 
age 12 and then would help in the summer 
when he was home from college. 

His son helped out when his dad got ill, 
but he had no interest in quitting his job to 
run Frosty Boy. 

Foley said when his mother passed 
in 1990, he began delivering Meals on 
Wheels in her memory and he would also 
drive September Days seniors for their 
lunch and theater trips. He did that until 
1997, when Shirley got ill. He said his 
brother Jimmy started when he did and 
Jimmy is still there. 

Foley recalled his days on the Belleville 
Downtown Development Authority, the 
Chamber of Commerce, and Central 
Business Community. 

There was a big uprising of merchants 
when the city wanted to shut down Main 
Street completely for a year so it could be 
rebuilt. He said they said customers could 
get to stores through the alleys, but some 
were landlocked, like Frosty Boy. 

After the smoke cleared, Main Street was 
redone one side at a time and it took much 
longer than a year. It took four years. He 
said for 19 straight years Frosty Boy had 
increased in business by 10% or more a 
year. During the four years of the street 
construction, he lost 40% of his business. 
When it was all over, the business again 
started to build up. 

He also had run-ins with the Chamber 
over closing down the street in front of his 
shop during Strawberry Festival, which 
usually was his top weekend of the year. 

In August 2019, Foley began losing 
weight and had stomach problem. He went 
to the emergency room and was diagnosed 
with rectal cancer. He had treatment, had 
a port installed and received chemotherapy 
and radiation. In April 2020 the tumor was 
reduced enough to operate. 

The surgery was 11 hours long and, “I 
almost died,” he said. He spent 45 days in 
the hospital. The family pitched in to run 
Frosty Boy and then closed because of 
coronavirus. 

In June, a PET scan found one relatively 
small spot in each lung and one in a lymph 
node. He said the doctors said it couldn’t 
be cured, but they could work to maintain 
his health. 

He started another round of chemotherapy 
last Thursday.

Van Buren Township is so good at 
posting information that anyone reading 
its newspaper of record (the Independent) 
is sure to know what’s happening in their 
neighborhood. VBT posts its legal notices 
precisely and with great care. 

Belleville has not been publishing its 
minutes for about six months, since the 
new clerk came. She said she thinks we do 
such a good job, it would be repetitive.

He received lots of compliments on the 
logo from the city council, with Mayor 
Kerreen Conley saying: “It looks great.” 

Kole spent an hour talking to the council. 
One proposal he had was for the city to give 
Lake Fest free police and fire coverage to 
help the project get started its first year. 

He also suggested breaking up the 
festival into separate 
venues to get around 
what the state might 
be requiring for the 
number of people 
gathered because of 
the pandemic. He 
suggested making the 
car show a separate 
event from the art show next door. And, 
the big concert they just added to the final 
day of the festival was actually after the 
festival ended, so it should be a separate 
venue. The council was very skeptical on 
the venue separation idea, but agreed the 
concert could be separate. 

Kole did say the different events, 
including the concert, were all on the same 
insurance policy. 

The council members present showed 
enthusiastic support for the festival, but 
they all agreed that whatever rules the state 
has at the time may end up cancelling the 
whole event. The council will vote on the 


festival details at its April 5 meeting.

COVID-19 death total 
in 48111 remains at 60, 
positive tests up to 2,295 


The number of people who have died from 
COVID-19 in the 48111 zip code remained at 
60 over the week ending Monday, March 15. 

The positive tests for COVID-19 in 48111 
were 2,295 on Monday, March 15, up from 
2,224 the previous Monday, March 8. 

On Monday, March 15, the separate 
numbers released by the Wayne County Health 
Department for the tri-community were: Van 
Buren Township, 1,504 positive cases, 32 
deaths; City of Belleville, 389 positive cases, 
21 deaths; and Sumpter Township 402 positive 
cases, 7 deaths.

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Belleville approves police body cameras, new in-car video systems

“One lawsuit could devastate our city,” 
said Belleville Police Chief Dave Robinson 
at Monday’s regular meeting of the city 
council via Zoom. 

He explained that with the current police 
department technology the city would have 
no ability to prove accusations against an 
officer didn’t occur. 

Chief Robinson, who is also serving 
as interim city manager, said he had 
been working for nine months on a 
recommendation to secure body cameras 
for police officers as well as an updated 
in-car video system, both to protect the 
officers and public. 

“I learned a lot more about this than I ever 
thought I’d learn,” said Chief Robinson. 
“The biggest thing is our risk mitigation 
and officer safety.” He said the department 
just got new vests. 

“Our in-car video is obsolete,” he said, 
adding the transmitters on the officers’ 
bodies do not give a true result which 
would be harmful to the department if a 
serious incident happened in Belleville. 

He presented the full amount for both 
the body cams and the in-car videos of 
$68 316.40, which could be broken down 
into payments of $13,663.28 annually over 
five years. He said Kelly Howey, the city’s 
financial officer from Plante Moran, said it 
would be better to pay it all at once. 

Chief Robinson said he got a $14,417.50 
grant for this last August from MMRMA 
[Michigan Municipal Risk Management 
Authority] and he will resubmit the 
application for the full amount now that 
he has the figure. He has reason to believe 
MMRMaA could fund the whole project. 

He said the agreement with Axon has 
each officer being assigned a body camera 
which would record 12 hours of input. He 
said the cameras are automatically replaced 
in 2.5 years to take advantage of updated 
technology. If one is lost or run over, it is 
replaced for free, he said. There are in-car 
computers that read a license plate number 
on its own so an officer doesn’t have to 
punch in the license plate number. 

“People act differently when they are on 
camera,” he said. 


He reported cloud storage has drastically 
dropped in price. 
“I think this is a vital system,” Chief 
Robinson said, noting when he came in as 
chief last year it was one month before the 


budget was due and he could barely find 
his office. 

The council voted unanimously to 
approve the purchase and to pay it based 
on a recommendation from Howey. Chief 
Robinson said Howey had told him “one 
and done” is the best way, but it wouldn’t 
be a problem because it is the same amount 
either way. 

He said he will save 10% if he signs by 
March 31. 

In other business at Monday’s two-hour 
meeting, the council: 

e Approved allowing senior banners to 
be hung from city light poles again this 
year. Councilman Ken Voigt said last year 
they hung the banners with pictures of 
Belleville High School seniors and it was 
wildly popular. Parents of 2021 seniors 
have requested they do it again and the 
BYC again is sponsoring it. Councilman 
Voigt said they have volunteers lined up to 
install them. He said the banners will be up 
from May until the end of July; 

e Heard an hour-long presentation from 
Mike Kole of the Belleville Area Chamber 
of Commerce on an application he filled 
out for the Belleville Lake Fest June 25- 
27. He said the dates were approved by the 
council in October. He said not one paid 
individual is involved in the project and 
30 people have volunteered to take part, 
along with organizations, from Keystone 
Academy to Van Buren Township. He 
said the goal is to bring a community- 
spirited event to the entire 48111 area 
where nonprofits can earn funds for their 
work. He said they are proposing a large, 
closing concert on Sunday, to be located 
on High Street from Main to the Veterans 
Memorial. They expect 2,500 attendees 
and Chief Robinson said he would have to 
study the area to consider policing such an 
event. Kole said the entire event could be 
cancelled due to COVID restrictions and 
all the vendors have COVID language in 
their contracts. Kole suggested breaking 
up the festival events into venues to better 
handle restrictions and the council was 
skeptical of that. The festival will be on the 
agenda of the April 5 meeting for a vote; 

e Witnessed the swearing in of new police 
officer Michael Papin, who recently retired 
from the Van Buren Township Police 
Department. Councilman Voigt, a retired 
city police officer, said he had worked with 
Officer Papin in the past and he is “top- 
notch” and knows the territory; 

e Heard Mayor Conley announce the

allocated to Belleville. She said it cannot 
be used for pensions or medical liabilities, 
but maybe could be used for roads, with 
a water/sewer opportunity coming as well; 
and

to Superior Auto, emergency repair for 
#456 fire truck, $1,042.79; and to Mueller, 


water equipment, $1,395.94. 

Before the regular meeting on Monday, 
the council held a half-hour, Zoom 
study session on the fire department, in 
preparation for the upcoming budget 
sessions. Fire Chief Brian Loranger 
explained the workings of the fire 
department and its needs and answered 
questions. 

Councilman Tom Fielder was absent 
from both Monday meetings.

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VBT Planners hear proposal for overlay district on Sumpter Rd.

“A lot of businesses could be moving 
because of changes that the city of 
Belleville has made over the last year,” 
Director Matthew Best told the Van Buren 
Township Planning Commission at the end 
of its March 10 Zoom meeting. 

“We could give them a place to go 
locally,” said Best, director of the VBT 
public services department. 

He said the township is at a crossroads 
because of COVID, the internet, changes 
in local zoning, and changes in VBT 
around the city of Belleville. 

Best said VBT has a very strong retail 
corridor north of I-94 and its difficult 
to site new retail businesses because of 
Amazon. People can get on the phone or 
computer and get almost anything they 
want delivered. 

He said businesses that are being 
displaced in Belleville by the marijuana 
industry could find a home in VBT, 
including plumbers, electricians, and 
“widget” makers. He said there is a strong 
demand for service makers and more eating 
establishments, but not fast food. 

Best asked how the township can build 
on the economic development in the city 
of Belleville, adding the township staff has 
been looking at it. 

He said south of the city of Belleville, 
Sumpter Road south of Hull is clearly 
agricultural all the way to Sumpter 
Township. He said there is a lot of call for 
super light industrial corridor, which would 
be a nice business in front and behind that 
could be truck parking. 

He said a mixed-use overlay district could 
also allow agriculture to continue. 

“Is this something you’d like to pursue 
further?” he asked the commission. 

Commissioner Medina Atchinson said 
more restaurants, not fast food, would be 
good, but she’s not sure what light industrial 
means exactly. She asked if they would be 
working with the city of Belleville? 

“We would work to put an overlay district 
in the South Side Master Plan ... and would 
have to work with Belleville,” Best replied. 

“What is light-light industrial? And, 
widgets?” she asked. 

Best said Ahearn Signs is an example 
with delivery trucks in back. They could 
have products to sell out front. Or, he said, 
it could be a plumbing company to sell 
things out front and park service trucks in 
back inside. That is super-light industrial, 


he said. 

Dan Power, director of planning and 
economic development, said a catering 
company would be an example, with them 
selling food in front and making food in 
back. 

“We could create the district and I 
only hope they will come and flourish,” 
Atchinson said. 

Director Power said it is time to take a 
look at the 2007 Master Plan for the south 
side and because of changes in the city of 
Belleville, Director Best has the idea of 
changing primary land use. He said they 
wanted the commission’s input before they 
moved forward. 

“This is not to say we want to change any 
of the rural area,” Best said. “If growth is 
coming, we want to be ready ... We want 
to make sure we have rules in place before 
anyone comes in and forces our hand.” 

“I like the idea,” Atchinson said. “I prefer 
to attract light, lighter industrial.” 

Best said the township has an industrial 
area in the north end and there is room for 
more growth there. 

He said the rural feel of the south side is 
more suburban. 

He asked if the commission would like 
them to pursue this avenue and Atchinson 
said yes. 

“It could benefit the township and city 
as well,” said Treasurer Sharry Budd. 
Commissioners Jeff Jahr, Bryon Kelley, 
Joan Franzoi, and Brian Cullin agreed, but 
chairwoman Carol Thompson chided Best. 

“You caught us off guard,’ said 
Chairwoman Thompson. “We like 
information and drawings.” 

“Tf this was something you wouldn’t want 
us to do we wouldn’t do that work,” Best 
said. “We will bring details in the future.” 

In other busines at the one-hour-and- 
31-minute March 10 Zoom meeting, the 
commission: 

e Discussed the proposed text amendments 
that would revise the definitions of lot 
coverage and regulations related to lot 
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coverage in the zoning ordinance. The 
amendment is scheduled for a public 
hearing at the March 24 meeting; 

e Set a public hearing for April 14 on 
proposed amendments for the senior 
housing development zoning ordinance 


concerning minimum usable floor area and 
signage; and 

e Heard Power say for the immediate 
future he assumes they will have virtual 
meetings. He said he would let the 
commission know if it is different. 


VBT LDEA in talks with Grace Lake 
proposing possible condos there

The Marketing Committee of the Van 
Buren Township Local Development Finance 
Authority is in talks with Sovereign Partners, 
owners of Grace Lake Corporate Center, 
about possible residential development at the 
center. 

At the March 9 Zoom meeting of the LDFA, 
Executive Assistant Dan Selman reported 
that following a discussion at the January 
meeting, the committee reached out and had 
a good conversation with Sovereign Partners 
and “They are open to residential, but it has 
to be high-quality.” 

In another subcommittee meeting in mid 
February, they talked about collaboration and 
what is best suited to that site. 

“T reached out to Grace Lake for any 
research” on use of the property, but got 
nothing from JLL or Aerotropolis, Selman 
said., 

He said he didn’t know how relative old 
studies would be in this day and age. 

He said they do have another meeting 
scheduled with Sovereign Partners. 

“This is the start of the project,” said LDFA 
chairman Michael Dotson. “The ball has 
started to move and we have to keep that ball 
moving.” 

“Is Sovereign Partners more property 
manager than developer?” asked LDFA 
member Doug Peters. 

Dotson said they are looking for a return on 
their investment. He said it is positive. 

Peters asked if they have offered money 
for a marketing study and he was told they 
have not. 

“We’re the movers?” Peters asked and 
Dotson replied, “We’re going to be the 
squeaky wheel. It'll make money for them.” 

VBT Supervisor Kevin McNamara said 


they had a plan to move forward, “and the 
world blew up.” 

Peters asked if there was any other type 
of development suitable other than office- 
technology. He said the office business is not 
a good business. 

Supervisor McNamara said Sovereign 
Partners and VBT would be open to working 
together on residential that wouldn’t 
compromise the quality of their construction. 

Peters asked if they would change the 
zoning to residential and McNamara said 
they could. 

“If you’re going to change the rules and 
move the goalposts, be honest about it,” said 
John Delaney. 

“I am honest,” McNamara said. “Sovereign 
Partners and VBT are willing to look at 
anything as long as it didn’t impair the quality 
of Grace Lake ... Documents can be set aside 
by the planning commission, board of zoning 
appeals and the Van Buren Township board.” 

“The world has changed and how we look 
at it,” Peters said. 

“Tm a stickler for the rules, but we can 
change the rules,” Delaney said. 

Matt Best, director of public services, said 
there is more than three million square feet 
of warehouse space in the Haggerty corridor 
and Wayne County Community College has 
area for expansion. 

Best said they have been marketing the 
vacant property within the LDFA district to 
several businesses and Aerotropolis has been 
marketing it, too. 

“It depends on who you talk to and a lot of 
luck. A lot of luck,” Best said. 

“Is there any interest in residential?” Peters 
sked. 

Best said there wasn’t. 

“We’re the right size for multi-family and 
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condos,” Best said. 

“3,500 feet from a landfill?” Delaney 
asked. “You’d buy a condo 3,500 feet from a 
landfill? Come on.” 

Best said VBT has the lowest tax rates, 
lowest water rates, freeways, airports ... all 
the right things. 

“That’s what economic development is all 
about,” he said. “Depends on what Partners 
wants to do. It’s a great location. They already 
have a permit to build another building.” 

“You’re sayin to sit tight ... until you have 
something that looks like office space?” 
Peters asked. 

“We’ve done the heavy lifting,” Best said. 
“As COVID leaves... if the taxes stay low... 
You can’t just put out a pamphlet and hope to 
attract developers.” 

“T think we probably should move on,” 
Peters said. 

Dotson said there has been a lot of activity 
around electric vehicles. 

Best said the Center for Mobility is located 
at Willow Run Airport and Michigan Avenue 
is going to be a testing route between Ann 
Arbor and Detroit. The locations along 
Ecorse are being looked at for manufacture 
of electric vehicles, Best said. 

“As electric cars become more and more the 
reality, I see headquarters being set up along 
that stretch,” Best said. 

Dotson said he was glad Best had his fingers 
on the pulse of automonous and electric 
vehicles. 

Delaney asked if Grace Lake is still without 
vacancies and LDFA member Scott Medlen 


of Sovereign Partners said they are open to 
sublease. 

Delaney said there actually is no open space 
without subleasing from GE and Visteon. 

“They would be willing to sublease,” 
Medlin said. 

Peters said offices are 30-40% vacant and, 
“We’re looking for paying tenants. With that 
capacity, nobody’s going to build a building,” 
he said. 

McNamara said they do have a follow-up 
meeting with them and, “We will talk to them 
about what we can do. They are willing to do 
what they can to make a buck ... as long as 
it doesn’t degrade the quality of what they 
have.” 

“Td like to know the real capacity open at 
Grace Lake,’ Peters said. 

“TI try,’ McNamara said. 

“Also, I’d like to know the sublease rate,” 
Peters said. “We can get it through the law 
suit.” 

“Haven't got it yet in the lawsuit,” 
McNamara said. 

Selman then presented the Informational 
Meeting / 2020 LDFA Synopsis of Activities 
as required by Public Act 57. Selman went 
over the key points of LDFA and there were 
no questions from the audience. 

Delaney asked if people can see past LDFA 
minutes and Selman said the township’s 
new website has the LDFA minutes and this 
synopsis will also be posted. 

Delaney said old-timers don’t do computers 
and McNamara said they have a zoom wall at 
township hall with information. 

Dotson commended McNamara’s staff for 
getting out the information to the public. 

“T ve got good people,” McNamara said.

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Sumpter board takes steps to hire second ordinance officer

At an almost three-hour combined 
workshop/regular meeting on March 9, 
the Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
voted to hire a second ordinance officer 
with a base pay of $49,566 plus benefits. 

The posting for the job will be at once 
and the candidates will be interviewed by 
a hiring committee made up of Supervisor 
Tim Bowman, Trustee Donald LaPorte, 
Public Safety Director Eric Luke, Det/Sgt. 
John Toth, and Financial Director/Deputy 
Supervisor Michelle Cole. 

The hiring will not take place until after 
the beginning of the new fiscal year on 
April 1. 

Supervisor Bowman said he is out and 
around the township every day and, “As 
bad as it is... I see it every day.” 

He said if the township cleaned up the 
blight in five to ten years, it would need 
this second full-time person to keep it 
cleaned up. 

“Peter is doing a great job, but he is 


overwhelmed and needs help,” Supervisor 
Bowman said, referring to current 
ordinance officer Peter Gregory. 

“Our image means a lot,” Supervisor 
Bowman said. “When I come to township 
hall the first and last thing I see is the worst 
in the township, right across the street. It 
looks like the backhill of Kentucky. I agree 
we need to clean up our own backyard and 
frontyard.” 

The backyard comment referred to the 
cleanup of tires in the recycling yard 
behind township hall that was on that 
evening’s agenda. 

In other business at the March 9 Zoom 
meeting, the board: 

e Approved extended leave of four 
years for probationary fire fighter Jacob 
Kosikowski who has joined the Marines 
as of March 14. He requested the township 
hold his paid-per-call position open for 
him while in military service; 

e Approved the three-year audit proposal 
from PSLZ LLP for fiscal year 2021 of 
$15,000, 2022 of $15,400, and 2023 of 


$15,800; 

e Approved the resignation of Human 
Resources Director Michelle Bellingham 
effective March 9 with no ongoing benefits; 

e Approved resuming in-person township 
board meeting as of April 19 and re- 
opening township hall to the public on 
April 5, in response to changes in state 
directives; 

e Approved the updated Washtenaw 
County Mutual Aid Agreement for the fire 
department; 

e Tabled for two weeks emergency hiring

He said since Kobylarz left they have not 
been just sitting around warming the seat. 
They have worked harder at communication 
with the council individually, he said, 
adding the city is lucky to have a very 
educated council. 

“We're not going to let you guys down 
and not let the city down,” Chief Robinson 
said. 

Planning Commissioner Mike Renaud 
said in the past CDBG would pay for the 
bumpy crossings at the street corners and it 
was difficult to get money for other things 
except for seniors. Renaud asked if they 
have changed.

“They have completely revamped the 
system ... really got their act together,” 
Chief Robinson said. “They reached out to 
us and said you haven’t gotten anything in 
the last few years...” 

“Our meeting this afternoon was 
awesome,” Rutherford said. “The next 
meeting was on a water pipe grant ... Let’s 
not go there.” 

Rutherford said he needs to get a copy of 
the deed to the store so they can proceed 
with the paperwork. The city needs to start 
planning for grant opportunities for 2022 
and beyond, he said. 

“Before if it didn’t impact a large senior 
population, we couldn’t get it,’ Renaud 
said. “Maybe now we could get a flashing 
light at Columbia Court,” he said, pointing 
out that is a dangerous crossing. 

Mayor Conley asked if a public hearing 
on the CDBG funds is required and 
Rutherford said it is recommended but not 
required. 

Mayor Conley then turned to the 
applications for city manager and asked 
the council, “Where do we go from here?” 
She said she put the 19 applicants in three 
“buckets”: end of careers with salary 
requests of $130,000 or more, those with 
municipal experience not always as city 
manager, and no experience in government 
as an employee. 

“I reviewed all the resumes and three or 
four are worth talking to,” said Councilman 
Voigt. “I’m not real impressed with most of 
them ...

Marcotte said they need the right person 
and someone may look good on paper, but 
in person is different. He described what the 
city needs is a strong leader, a coach before 
a critic, a good communications style, able

trust, respects self and respects other ... 
“We can’t have a team unless we have a 
team player.” 

Councilman Kelly Bates said she agreed 
with Voigt and Marcotte. 

“We’re looking for someone who’s a 
forward-thinker,’ Councilwoman Bates 
said, recalling Chief Robinson’s interview 
where he spelled out how to improve the 
police department. 

Councilman Tom Fielder said a year 
ago, after City Manager Diana Kollmeyer 
retired, the city had the same issues and 
they were deciding between someone with 
experience or someone with lots of energy 
who wanted to do things. 

“The chief’s done a lot, but he has a full- 
time job,” Councilman Fielder said. 

Chief Robinson pointed out the Belleville 
police department is small and a lot of his 
officers have stepped up to help. He said 
he has assigned tasks and people have 
specialties. He said in the past there was 
one person as chief and the rest of the 
department was on that person’s shoulders. 
Now certain people have been identified. 
He said each morning he reads the CLEMIS 
report, which takes one hour. 

“They were hungry for advancement, for 
policies and procedures,” Chief Robinson 
said of the police officers. He said he is 
writing the test for advancement to sergeant 
and those with the highest test scores will 
have the orals by May. 

“From a police standpoint, we’re 
operating on all cylinders,” he said. 

Fielder said it looks like they’re not going 
to have someone in the city manager’s role 
for some time. He asked if Chief Robinson 
had to be in an all-day meeting, could he 
leave the police department for a day? 

“Yes. I have a lot of help,’ Chief 
Robinson said. “Everything has fallen into 
place... The main thing is city manager 
right now... Verna said a lot of this money

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coming can be used for infrastructure ... 
We’re on it.” 

“We can survive for a while, but the 
charter requires a city manager,” Fielder 
said. 

“Sounds like we have a new city 
manager,” said Renaud. “Maybe we should 
advertise for a new police chief.” 

“I’m impressed with the administrative 
abilities of the chief,” said Voigt, reminding 
the council he had been a city police officer 
and served briefly as chief. “He came in 
and immediately identified the two biggest 
problems in the department and he took 
care of it ... ’'m in favor of having him as 
city manager indefinitely.” 

He said the city has had city managers for 
42 years and there were a couple of good 
ones and bad ones. 

“With Chief Robinson we have a real 
gem here ... If he was willing to be city 
manager and police chief and maybe have 
an assistant city manager to groom to take 
over ... Chief is the kind of administrator 
that Agnes Frisch was — dedicated to the 
community and highly competent.” 

“The chief does exemplify what Jesse 
said we needed — looking at a different 
structure,” Mayor Conley said. 

Marcotte said all this conversation has 
been important. He said he felt it would be 
wise to form a committee to explore who 
has applied or “another way to do this.” 

Before the meeting started, Mayor Conley 
said she had emailed Fielder and, “You 
don’t answer.” Fielder replied, “I didn’t 
know the reason for removal. What can I 
say?” Fielder obviously referred to interim 
city manager Kobylarz, whose contract 
was not extended. 


Sumpter Nixel alert: SE 
Mich. has dry conditions 
-- avoid outside burning 


Due to dry ground conditions across 
Southeastern Michigan, the Department 
of Natural Resources has upgraded the 
wildfire risk for this area to “VERY 
HIGH,” according to a Nixel alert sent out 
March 11 by Sumpter Police.
